We are inform’d, that the 
Roman Catholicks and Proteftants of Tockenbourg, 
have united in a Refolution to defend their common 
Liberties againft the Abbot of Sr. Gail, who has 
eadeavourd, by fowing Difcord between them, to 
opprefs both Parties. 
From the Harlem Courant, dated May 19. 
Hambourg, May 15. The 13th Inftant 2000 
Swedes came from the Duchy of Bremen, having 
with them 6 Cannon, 6 Mortars, and a great Quan- 
tity of Ammunition ; pafs’d the Elbe, and enter’d our 
Baillieges. They have been joyn’d by 2000 of their 
Nation from Pomerania; and with the Forces of 
the King of Pruilia, the Elector of Hanover, and 
tue Duke of Wolfembutrel, will make a Body of 
12000 Men. Their advanc’d Troops immediately 
rook PoffciTion of all the Pofts near our Gate call’d 
the Srein- Port, fuffering the few Soldiers that were 
there 10 reture wirh their Arms. Yefterdzy a Squa- 
dron of Swedith Horfe pafs’d the Alfter near Eppen- 
dorf, and pofted themfelves before the Altena-Gate, 
under our Cannon, Our Gates are all kept shut 5 
bur Yefterday a Sally-port was fet open, for our 
Burghers that live in the New-Work to retire into 
the City with their Effects. The 13th in the Af- 
ternoon our Drums began to beat up, and the 52 
Companics of Burghers together with the regular 
Soldiers ftood to their Arms: The Senate, and the 
States of the City (or College of 180) affembled : 
The Govenour appear’d on Horfeback before the 
Council-Houfe, which was guarded by 5 Com- 
panics of Burghers, and in the Evening 8co Muf- 
queteers with fome Dragoons were order’d to Man 
the New-Work. Some Burghers open’d the Sluices 
at the Diick-Port, and put the Bilwerder, with all 
the Ground from thence to the Diik-Port, under Wa- 
ter, Yefterday the Senate and College of 480 af- 
fembled agen, and refolv’d to ftand upon Defence : 
To Day we began to raife and arm fo many Men 
as our Governor requires for guarding the Out- 
Works: We hail not long fuffer the Troops of the 
Circle to lie under our Cannon. This Evening thofe 
Troops made themfelves Mafters of the Biller-Sconce, 
and allow'd the few Men in it to retire freely: ’Tis 
feat’d thar this Night, or to Morrow, they will 
attack the New-Work ; wherefore 800 Soldiers and 
5 Companies of Burghers are pofted there. We are 
block’d up on all Sides. The Brisifi Minifter, Dr. 
Robinfon, bas offer’d the Queen bis Miftrefs’s Medi- 
ation ; and to Morrow an An{wer will be given him.
